This is an age when everybody is look¬ 
ing for the best, and this is especially true 
with the manufacturer who is seeking out 
the place with all possible advantages in 
raw materials, shipping facilities for the 
finished product, and all things between, 
not the least of which is healthfulness and 
beauty of surroundings. That Oshawa has 
them all requires but a visit of investiga¬ 
tion, which visit has been made by many 
of the most careful seekers for the best, 
and as proof of what they found may be 
known by having came and located them¬ 
selves. 

Location 

Oshawa, known as the Manchester of 
Canada, is an incorporated town of 
8,500 population. It is situated in Ontario 
County, on Lake Ontario and G.T.R., C.P. 
R. and C.N.R., four miles east of Whitby 
and 34 miles east of Toronto. Electric rail¬ 
way to Cedar Dale and Oshawa-on-the- 
Lake. 

Power and Lighting Facilities 

Oshawa’s power and lighting facilities 
are well looked after. The town owns its 


own waterworks and sewerage systems, 
while gas and electricity for light and 
power, are supplied at reasonable rates by 
a private corporation. The water is pumped 
from Lake Ontario, about three miles south 
of the town, and the electric energy is de¬ 
veloped on the Trent River and transmitted 
to a large transforming station in Osh¬ 
awa. The town offers to any manufacturing 
industry that will establish a business 
here, special terms, such as free sites, rail¬ 
way sidings to factories, and the lowest 
charge for electric energy per horse power 
to be obtained anywhere. 


Public Buildings and General Information 

The town contains *ten churches, hos¬ 
pital, children's shelter, new high school, 
a number of public schools, fine separate 
school, Y.M.C.A., a ladies' college, con¬ 
vent, Carnegie library, new armoury build¬ 
ing, Salvation Army hall, town hall, opera 
house, moving picture theatre, large skat¬ 
ing and curling rink for public amuse¬ 
ment, Alexandra Park, golf links, etc. Osh¬ 
awa has about thirty miles of granolithic 
sidewalks, and its principal streets are 
paved with asphalt. Its streets are wide, 
well laid out and kept in good repair. 
Many civic improvements have been com¬ 
pleted lately. Oshawa has an efficient fire 
brigade with complete hydrant system, 
and fire station in the town hall building. 
The insurance rate is as low as any town of 
its size in Canada. Oshawa also has a cap¬ 
able and well organize^ police force, who 
keep close watch and protection over the 
property and rights of its citizens in 
general. 

Newspapers 

Two weekly papers are published in 
Oshawa. The Ontario Reformer, establish¬ 
ed in 1871, published by the Reformer 
Printing and Publishing Co., Ltd. It is an 


eight page, seven column newspaper, Lib¬ 
eral, published every Friday, with 2,300 
sworn circulation. The Vindicator, estab¬ 
lished in 1854, published by the Vindicator 
Pub. Co., Ltd. It is an eight page, seven 
column newspaper, Conservative, publish¬ 
ed every Friday, circulation 1,500. A well 
equipped job printing department with up- 
to-date facilities connected with each es¬ 
tablishment. Messrs. Porter & Son con¬ 
duct a job printing plant and are publish¬ 
ers of the Oshawa Free Press, a four page, 
five column paper, issued Wednesday, free 
distribution. The management of these 


papers are always interested in the wel¬ 
fare of the town, and do everything in 
their power to further the interests of 
Oshawa. 

Oshawa Industries 

The industries of Oshawa are many 
and varied in character. They comprise 
automobile and carriage factories, malle¬ 
able iron works, foundries, steam and gas 
fittings, pianos, woollen, flour and grist 
mills, farming, implements, metal roofing 
and siding, women’s white wear goods, 
carpets, textile, sash and door factories, 
saw mills, interior fittings, toys, canning 
factory, tannery and machine shops. A 
large, new steel mill is to be erected here in 
the near future. Oshawa is situated in the 
centre of, and surrounded by one of the 
finest agricultural districts in Canada. Its 
farmers are prosperous and give their at¬ 
tention to mixed farming, such as the rais¬ 
ing of cattle, hogs and horses, and making 
dairy products. All kinds of grain, large 
and small fruits, vegetables, etc., are 
grown here in abundance. 

Banking Facilities 

Oshawa is well supplied with banks, 
there being located here branches of the 
Standard Bank of Canada, the Dominion 
Bank, the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
and the Royal Bank . 

SHIPPING FAC ILITIES 

The three great transcontinental lines 
running to Oshawa, in addition to an elec¬ 
tric belt line, which connects all the rail¬ 
ways and the manufacturing plants, sim¬ 
ilar to that in great cities, gives the best 
service to the shipper. In addition, the 
Government is expending a large appro¬ 
priation in developing a safe and efficient 
harbor at this point, so that manufacturers 
may shortly expect the added advantage 
by water to all points reached via the 
Great Lakes. An interburban electric line 
will shortly connect Oshawa with Toronto. 

Street Railway Facilities 

One of the greatest assistants to the 
growth and prosperity of Oshawa is The 
Oshawa Railway Company, who operate 
passenger, express and freight service to 
every part of town, to Oshawa Junction 
and to Oshawa-on-the-Lake. 

The Oshawa Railway Company was 
incorporated in 1889, but did not begin 
operation until 1895. Ever since that time 
a Continuous and convenient service has 
been given. Cars meet every train and de¬ 
liver passengers directly to every hotel. All 
express and baggage is brought up town 
by special cars, and incoming and outgo¬ 
ing freight is brought to and from the 
Grand Trunk Railway, Canadian Pacific 
and Canadian Northern Railway and the 
various factories, coal yards, etc., by 
means of freight motors. Manufacturers 
are supplied with switches and sidings so 
that the freight cars may be brought right 
to the factory, thus making the matter 
of receiving raw material and coal, and the 
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shipping of the finished product, a simple 
and expeditious matter. 

A regular passenger service is run to 
Oshawa-on-the-lake to the South, and to 
the town limits and the Fair Grounds on 
the North, the fare being five cents. The 
service is an excellent one, conductors and 
motormen are courteous and obliging, and 
the feeling between Company and employ¬ 
ees has never been marked by any un¬ 
pleasantness. 

The General Manager of the Oshawa 
Railway Company is Mr. H. W. Cooper, 
Gananoque, while the management of af¬ 
fairs in Oshawa is in the hands of Mr. D. 
A. Valleau, Superintendent. Mr. Valleau 
has had a long training in railway work, 
having been engaged in survey work in 
1880, railway construction 1889 and 1890, 
despatcher and assistant superintendent 
at Oshawa since 1908 to the present. 

Hotel Accommodation 

There are four excellent hotels here, 
each of which has, during the present year, 
been thoroughly renovated and modernized 
and are well conducted. 

Oshawa of the Present Ti me 

Oshawa is now, in the year, [ l 9~iY a a 
town of about 8,500 inhabitants, and the 
prediction is that she will be a city of 
20,000 population within the next five 
years. Although incorporated in 187 6. the 
greatest growth has been within the past 
ten years, the population of the town 
having doubled. From the business man’s 
and merchant’s point of view, Oshawa is 
an ideal town. Not only are there large 
manufacturing industries located here, but 
the farmers for miles around make Osh¬ 
awa their shopping and trading centre.

One of the creditable industries in 
Oshawa and one that should not be over¬ 
looked in a review of this nature is that 
of the Oriental Textiles Co., Limited, 
manufacturer of pile fabrics, such as 
plushes, velvets, velours, etc. They com¬ 
menced operations in a modest way in 
1912, and in the short time which has 
elapsed since then have established their 
position as one of the town’s go-ahead 
concerns. In their manufacture this com¬ 
pany has completely exploded the ideas 
that, though articles of Canadian make 
might be equal in quality to those of for¬ 
eign manufacture, they were deficient in 
finish and design. As in this industry 
very much depends on unique designs and 
handsome patterns, they set out with the 
principle of turning out only the best and 
latest designs, combined with quality and 
durability. That they have succeeded is 
a matter of history. Their goods are made 
from original designs, and are always fav¬ 
orably received and once a trade estab¬ 
lished with a customer, it is a permanent 
one, which is the strongest endorsement 
a firm’s output can receive. The premises 
occupied for manufacturing purposes are 
at present being enlarged and when com¬ 
pleted will comprise a building 90x120 feet 
in dimensions, divided into various depart¬ 


ing free from dirt, flies and other pests, 
and this fact is primarily responsible for 
the success he has accomplished. The pre¬ 
mises occupied comprise a building 75x 
125 feet in dimensions, elegantly fitted up 
with all the latest appliances for carry¬ 
ing on the business. Upwards of $2,500 
worth of machinery has been added. Three 
ovens are in use which have a capacity of 
1,200 loaves of bread per hour. He em¬ 
ploys six experienced bakers. Four wagons 
and one motor truck is utilized for delivery 
purposes. The secret of the delicious bread 
made in this establishment lies in the 
oven. Mr. Tod uses live steam. His ovens 
are made air tight, so that the steam ris¬ 
ing from the bread is retained in the ovens. 
The result is marvellous, every particle of 
natural moisture is baked right in the 
loaf. That is what makes Tod’s bread so 
delightful and popular. The bakeshop de¬ 
partment is a plant in itself and represents 
a spacious flour room, where the flour is 
hoisted from the wagons by an automatic 
conveyer. Here it is stored in a room, hav¬ 
ing a capacity of 500 barrels of flour at a 
time. This flour is received in car load 
consignments, direct from the largest mill¬ 
ing houses in Canada. From this room the 
flour is taken into the mixing and dough 
room. Here is located the mammoth sifter 
and dough mixer. The sifter not only sifts 
the flour, but also conveys it into a mixer, 
so that it goes into the dough in a fine, 
fluffy condition, and not in a solid compact 
lump. The dough is then emptied from the 
mixer into the dough trough, where it is

change in no way affects the production of 
McLaughlin-Buick automobiles. It is 
merely that the McLaughlin’s carriage 
business has been disposed of.

Laughlin people expect to do a bigger 
business than ever next year, they have in 
fact, arranged for raw material sufficient 
to take care of more than double last 
year's output of McLaughlin cars.. It is 
satisfactory to learn that the Chevrolet is 
to be made, as far as the Canadian out¬ 
put is concerned, by a purely Canadian 
organization.

Sir Adam Beck’s success in getting 
Toronto to support his Hydro-Radial 
schemes by submitting to the ratepayers 
at the forthcoming municipal elections, a 
by-law for $3,000,000 to provide an en¬ 
trance for the pioneer radials of this Pro¬ 
vince-wide project, brings that much near¬ 
er the realization of what will probably 
prove to be the most important of all the 
transportation enterprises affecting the 
Town of Whitby. 

There will be no better built and 
equipped electric railway in the world than 
the Hydro-Radials Sir Adam is promoting. 
The first one is that from Toronto north¬ 
easterly, through Scarboro, Markham and 
Pickering Townships to Whitby, with 
branches to Port Perry, Uxbridge and oth¬ 
er points in Ontario County. With the 
absorption of the Toronto-Eastern as part 
of this first radial development, which is 
practically certain to come about, Whitby 
will have two elecric lines running wester¬ 
ly and northerly and one to the east from 
the nearest and only surburban centre in 
relation to Toronto, that possesses a har¬ 
bor on Lake Ontario, and all three of the 
transcontinental railway systems of Can¬ 
ada. Rapid transit between Toronto and 
Whitby is now assured of, being without 
a rival within the surburban area of that 
metropolitan city. 

The splendid services of the steam 
roads, the Grand Trunk and the Canadian 


Pacific’s new “Lake Ontario Shore Line,” 
with the first principal stop at Whitby, are 
their very finest. The trains are those be¬ 
tween Toronto and Montreal, the two 
greatest cities of the Dominion, and Ot¬ 
tawa, the Capital. In this last connection, 
the Canadian Pacific, with its “Rideau” 
and “York,” recently added to the “Can¬ 
adian” and the “Wolverine,” is giving a 
superb service. The two roads together, 
now have twenty-five trains week days and 
nine on Sunday stopping at Whitby. It 
is possible to travel to Toronto and re¬ 
turn almost any hour between five in the 
morning and midnight, enabling our cit¬ 
izens to spend the evening at any enter¬ 
tainment in the city, and return home by 
the “Wolverine,” leaving the Union Sta¬ 
tion at 11.30 and the Don eleven minutes 
later. 

What is it going to profit a manu¬ 
facturer, looking for a favorable location 
in this country, to go further afield from 
Toronto than Whitby and fare less well in 
point of facilities for transport as well as 
securing here advantages for industrial en¬ 
terprises that are unique in their way? 

For instance, Whitby is a municipal 
ownership town. It owns and uses with 
profit, its electric as well as its water 
franchise. Attractive arrangements for 
these utilities can be made with industries 
locating in Whitby. Along the lines of the 
three transcontinentals, traversing the 
town, are more than a thousand acres of 
ideal lands for manufacturing sites. The 
town offers to provide free sites, cheap 
electric power and fixed assessments as 
further inducements to industries looking 
for locations. 


Another thing that is remarkable 
about Whitby is the widely extended civic 
improvements. Within the town limits, of 
two miles’ frontage on Lake Ontario, in¬ 
cluding Whitby Harbor, one of the finest 
on the great lakes, and a depth of four 
miles to the north, are thirty miles of 
streets, sidewalked, sewered and served 
with light and water, and low priced lots 
enough to provide homes for ten times the 
present population of about four thousand. 
The town has increased one-third in popu¬ 
lation annually during the past two years. 
If that arithmetical progress is continued 
it will not long require to advertise its at¬ 
tractions, because the well known law of 
gravitation applying to growth of popu¬ 
lation will fill up the vacant places. 

Like the Eternal City, Rome, Whit¬ 
by is situated upon seven well-defined 
hills. This makes for a very beautiful as 
well as an ample area for the growth of a 
large modern community. From the hills 
to the north and east, especially, there are 
most magnificent views over the lake, and 
extending to the Scarboro Heights, and 
covering the surrounding fertile farms to 
the dominating peaks of the ridges that 
sweep to the northern landscape. 

The Ontario Government has selected 
a square mile in the south-west part of the 
town for its great Provincial Hospital. It 
is bounded by the harbor on the east, Lake 
Ontario to the south, practically Lynde’s 
Creek to the west, and the Grand Trunk, 
main line from Toronto to Montreal, on 
the north. This magnificent site is the 
scene of wonderful activities in building—a 
small city in itself. Millions are being 
spent in establishing one of the grandest 
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institutions of its kind in America, and the 
equal of anything to be found in the older 
countries of the world. 

Whitby is the seat of a great educa¬ 
tional enterprise—the Ontario Ladies’ Col¬ 
lege. It also has an amplitude of acreage, 
more than two hundred, surrounding the 
noble pile of buildings, dominated by 
“Trafalgar Castle,” that constitute the 
continually expanding and enlarging col¬ 
lege plant. Students are in attendance 
from every part of Canada and the United 
States as well as other countries. 

Whitby is the County seat of Ontario 
County. It is situated 4 miles west of 
Oshawa, 30 miles east of Toronto, with 
telegraph, telephone, express and banking 
accommodations. Its chief industries 
comprise saddlery hardware, harness and 
blanket factories, tanneries, lumber and 
saw mills, foundries, machine shops and 
farming. The town contains five churches, 
and four schools, collegiate institute, la¬ 
dies' college, music hall, county buildings. 
It has a good grain elevator and a 1,200 
foot cement wharf at the harbor. The 
press is represented by the Gazette and 
Chronicle, Mr. C. A. Goodfellow, editor and 
publisher. It was established in 1856, is 
an eight page, seven column paper, Inde¬ 
pendent in politics, issued every Thursday, 
1350 circulation. A well equipped job 
printing plant is operated in connection. 

Whitby of late, is adding to her resi¬ 
dents people of discrimination who apprec¬ 
iate the admirable conditions found in 
“Toronto’s Nearest Neighbor to the East.” 
It bids fair to become a flourishing resi¬ 


dential suburb of the city. The town’s 
area is so large that there can be, how¬ 
ever, no conflict with industrial expansion 
on a large scale as well. These two lines 
of development are likely to be more clear¬ 
ly defined with the completion of still an¬ 
other method of travel between city and 
suburb. The improvement of the Kingston 
Road, from Toronto to Whitby and Osh¬ 
awa, is practically assured. Those who 
have given the subject careful study are of 
the opinion that with this done it will very 
soon be one continuous community of 
homes along the Kingston Road from To¬ 
ronto as far as Whitby. 

The map illustrating this sketch is 
carefully drawn to scale. It shows graphic¬ 
ally all the lines of railway, built and pro¬ 
jected, and the Kingston Road as a part 
of Canada’s national highway. The car 
ferry from Whitby to Olcott is also indicat¬ 
ed. The inter-relationship of the twin- 
towns, Whitby and Oshawa, with Toronto, 
is clearly manifest. If they pull together, 
as they can in bringing about the King¬ 
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ston Road improvement, there is no end 
to the good results sure to flow from the 
adoption of such a policy of co-operation. 

The dawn of brightest days in the com¬ 
mon history of both is breaking. 

Let the spirit of union prevail.

Reuben Crandell was the first settler 
in Reach Township. Here he brought his 
wife and put up his log cabin. The Cran- 
dells came in May, 1821, and in November 
the first white child was born. In 1823 
John Rae moved in from Whitby and be¬ 
gan clearing his lot—No. 11, in the 2nd 
concession of Reach. Next came Wm. 
Wade, who settled on the 5th concession, 
near Manchester. Where Port Perry now 
stands, was formerly an Indian Reserva¬ 
tion, and was called by the first settlers, 
and up to the time of a post office being 
established, Scugog. Indians were the 
first to be provided with schooling in 
Reach Township. In 1827 Elder Scott of 
the American Missionary Society, estab¬ 
lished a school on the lake front, where 
Port Perry now stands. In 1828, the 
Crandells, Hurds and Daytons got together 
and built the first school at Dayton’s Cor¬ 
ners. Port Perry High School was estab¬ 
lished in 1865. About 1846 Thomas and 
George Paxton built a saw mill. The first 
hotel was built in 1848 by Harrison Haight 
on the south side of Queen Street. In 
July, 1851, a hurricane passed through the 
township of Reach and Port Perry, killing 
two people and overturning a frame house. 
The first post office was established in 
1852. Mr. Joseph Bigelow was the first 
postmaster at Port Perry. In 1867 appli¬ 
cation was made to the Local Legislature 
for a charter to build a railway from Port 
Whitby to Port Perry. Messrs. Joseph 
Bigelow and Thomas Paxton were the men 
who started the project. Port Perry boom¬ 
ed after the coming of the railway. It 
was not much of a place before. Port 
Perry was incorporated in 1872. Two fires 
in less than a year, wiped Port Perry’s 
business section out of existence. In 
November of 1883, the first fire broke out 
in the Thompson House. In July, 1884, 
the big fire started in the sheds of Ben 
McQuay’s Hotel. What the fire of 1883 
missed, the fire of 1884 destroyed. Port 
Perry at present, has a population of about 
2,000 people. The town is situated on the 
west side of Scugog Lake, opposite Scugog 
Island, which forms a separate township, 
containing about 10,000 acres, and is fully 



settled with prosperous farmers. It is lo¬ 
cated in Ontario County, on the G.T.R., 
18 miles north of Whitby, 48 miles north¬ 
east of Toronto. It is well laid out and its 
main street is one of the finest of any town 
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in the county. It has telegraph, telephone, 
express and banking accommodations. Its 
chief industries comprise farming, fruit¬ 
growing, flour and saw mills, harness man¬ 
ufacturing, carriage and wagon works, 
grain elevator, machine shops and gas en¬ 
gine works. The town contains five 
churches, high and public schools, public 
library, and has municipal electric light 
plant and water works, a well equipped fire 
department, many well stocked stores, good 
permanent roadways and granolithic side¬ 
walks. It is conceded by the travelling 
public that Port Perry offers first-class 
hotel accommodation. Its location on the 
banks of Lake Scugog conduce to excellent 
bathing and boating. Many fine summer 
residences and cottages are located along 
the lake. Good fishing can be found here 
in the summer. The press is represented by 
the Observer, H. Parsons, editor and pub¬ 
lisher. It was established in 1857, and is 
a four page, eight column paper, publish¬ 
ed every Thursday, Conservative, 750 cir¬ 
culation. The Star, Samuel Farmer, pub¬ 
lisher, established 1865. Independent-Lib., 
published Wednesday, an eight page, six 
column paper, 75 0 circulation. First-class 
job printing of all kinds done at both of¬ 
fices. r

The Powerful influence of music on the mind, especial¬ 
ly young minds, is admitted by everyone. But just how im¬ 
portant it is—in fact, how necessary it is in every home, and 
how fully the piano meets this need is excellently presented 
by no less an authority than H. Addington Bruce, and we 
reproduce herewith, an article that appeared in the Toronto 
Daily Star, Nov. 3rd, 1915, on this subject..

And, in addition, 
his musical training will 
achieve success in what¬ 
ever vocation he selects 
for his life work. 

Musicial training, 

moreover, provided the 
attention is focused on 
the right kind of music, 
brings with it a general 
refinement of the tastes 
and the disposition. 

As a result the whole 
personality is developed 
in ways that exercise a 
magnetic influence over 
those with whom one 


comes into intimate contact. Without fully knowing why, 
people regard men and women thus developed as “likable” 
persons. Consequently, they are favourably disposed to 
them. Which in itself is an important factor in the win¬ 
ning of success. 

So influential is music in shaping the character and 
the sentiments that a child 'habitually subjected to music 
of an inferior sort may develop traits the reverse of likable, 
and therefore harmful to the child's progress in adult life. 

Finally, the mere fact that the appreciation of good 
music is a source of great pleasure contributes directly to 
success. For, as people cannot be too often reminded, any¬ 
thing that creates pleasurable mental states affects favour¬ 
ably the physical health through stimulating the bodily 
organs to function more effectively. And the healthier a 
man is the better he can do his work, whether his work be 

manual or mental. 

Every parent, then, 
will be serving the best 
interests of his children 
if he sees to it that their 
training in the apprecia¬ 
tion of good music begins 
at an early day. 

Nor will the resultant 
benefits be cor fined to his 
children. He, too, being 
subjected to the develop¬ 
mental influences of good 
music, will find his pow¬ 
ers for work enlarged and 
his life made happier. 
There is no period of life 
when appreciation of 
music cannot be cultivat¬ 
ed to advantage.
